of and approved the forgery.

CAIBO, Sept 30.—A grand review

The usual quiet of the village of Mt 


Zion was considerably disturbed on Sun- 
day by the reckless conduct of a desper- 
ate character named Alexander Conn, son 
of Mr. Kemp Conn, the keeper of a gen- 
eral store at Mt Zion, in which Alex, is a 
clerk. It appears that on Saturday some 
body took a jug of whisky to Mt Zion, 
and on Sunday young Conn began drink- 
ing freely of the liquor. Knowing that 
he had some money in his pockets— per- 
haps S150—Mrs. Conn and her other son, 
William, arranged to take the cash from 
Alexander while he slept They did so, 
and when he found that the money was 
gone, Alex, at once kicked up a row about 
it, and demanded to have it returned. It 
is charged that he abused his mother out- 
rageously, threatened to kill her and fired 
at her twice with a 3C-calibre revolver he 
recently purchased. He also fired at his 
brother William, and the father avers his 
sou aimed the pistol at him. A young 
man named John Warnicott is indebted 
to Mr. Conn about $13, and in his fury 
Alex, declared that if Warnicott didn't 
pay the bill he would kill him. Soon af- 
ter making this threat Warnicott passed 
along and Charles Briggs says Alex, fired 
at him, and would have hit him hnd it 
not been for his timely interference. La- 
ter, it appears that young Conn visited 
the Hockaday House, kicked in the screen 
door, and assaulted Mr. Hockaday. 


THE AKKESI. 


Constable Stoker, with the assistance 


of Charles Brittain and others succeeded 
in arresting Conn, though the officer was 
struck in the face repeatedly and kicked 
iu the abdomen and limbs so badly that 
he feared he had sustained ,ieverc internal 
injuries. After the arrest Conn straggled 
to get free. He tore the pantaloons oft' 
Mr. Peal and jerked the shirt off Charles 
Brittain. Mr. Conn nnd his dangerous 
son had a rough and tumble tight near 
the Hockaday House. 


The prisoner was brought to Decutnr 


last evening by Constable Stoker, who 
was accompanied by Wm. Armstrong 
Bolivar Scott and Albert Walker. They 
got near the jail and while Mr. Stoker was 
in another part of tho city, Conn broke 
away from those left in charge of him, 
and ran eastward on Wood street. He 
was overtaken and held by Mr. Scott un- 
til Constable Stoker came up. 


This morning a state warrant was drawn 


up by State's Attorney Johns, m which 
Conn is charged with assaulting John 
Warnicott with intent to kill. 


The hearing of the case has been set 


for Monday, Oct.iHh, before Justice Cor- 
ley. The bond is fixed ot_*500. 


The prisoner's record is not good. He 


has been convicted in the circuit court 
here of assault and battery on Israel 
Baum, and fined $100. He was also fined 
f 50 for disturbing the peace, and $50 for 
carrying concealed weapons. Some time 
ago he was in the courts charged with 
disturbing a religious meeting. 


A MAN 


Struct Down toy a Wabaah Traln-The 


Vordlct of the Jury at the Inquest. 


This morning at about 730 o'clock, 


near the Mercer street crossing of the St 
Louis branch of the Wabash road, in the 
Second Ward, Charlea Tilleski, a Polish 
section hand in the employ of the Wabaah 
company, was struck by the St Louis 
accommodation and received internal in- 
juries, from which he died in a short 
time. The man was on the outside- of the 
rails, and was in a stooping position tight- 
ening a bolt, when he was struck on the 
arm and side by the pilot of the locomo- 
tive. The other track men supposed that 
Tilleski would get out of the way as they 
had done, but he was a moment too late. 
Coroner Dinneen summoned a jury to 
investigate the case, when the following: 
evidence was obtained: 


T. T. Hawkins testified: Beside in De- 


tur; am section foreman No. 54 for the 
Wabash; did not see TUIeski struck. He 
was struck by Wabash train 41, engine 
166, engineer, John Bartholomew. The 
accident occurred at the north end of 
Mercer street The engineer whistled at 
the Monroe crossing. The hands working 
on the railroad were waiting for tho tram 
to pass, as it was behind time. The train 
stopped 50 yards beyond the place where 
it struck the man. 
Edward Bradshaw testified: Live in 


Decatur; am a track hand; did not see 
the man struck; I was four or five rail 
lengths from the place tho accident occur- 
red; it happened about 7:30 o'clock; 
heard the whistle of the train at Monroe 
street crossing. Saw Tilleski struggling 
after the train passed and trying to get 
on his feet.
